“There might’ easily 
have been some small ‘ocal trouble 
between the Young Mongol party,” 
said this informant, “but I do not 
think there is‘any reason to believe 
in these sensational reports.

The wires are now clear, and we 
have had telegrams from our -re- 
presentatives there.” .

Even residence in the Colony 
cannot be a common cause for all 
the cases, as-at least twelve cases 
have been .imported since ° the 
beginning of August. Ax regards 
the resident casey, there is no 
evidence suggesting that the 
water as supplied: to the people 
from taps and hydrants is to be 
blamed for’ the diseases, nor ‘has 
there been evidence of a ‘con- 
taminated common food supply. .
